Dr. F. PEO state vet- 
erinarian since 1968, has retired, the 
Utah Department of Agriculture 
announced. 


Schoenfeld was instrumental in es- 
tablishing the new Utah brucellosis 
law, which became effective July 1, 
1977. As a result, Utah has been free of 
brucellosis for more than two years. 


The Utah cattle industry has bene- 
fited; because cattle buyers have con- 
fidence in Utah cattle, which makes 
them easy to transport across state 
lines and to market. 


Schoenfeld earned his bachelor’s 
degree from Utah State University in 
1941 and his doctor of veterinary 
medicine degree from Colorado State 
University in 1944. He served as a dep- 
uty state veterinarian, then a member 
of the USU staff before taking over 
Dr. Warren E. Rassmussen’s animal 
practice in South Ogden. 


At one time, Schoenfeld was the 
only large-animal veterinarian serv- 
ing Weber, Morgan and Davis coun- 
ties and the south part of Box Elder 
County. 

In 1954, he built the Schoenfield 
Large Animal Clinic in Roy and con- 
tinued to practice alone, with his wife, 
LaRue, as his secretary and office 
manager, until 1960 when he was 
joined by Dr. Chad Widdison. As the 
practice grew, other veterinarians 
joined his staff. 

Named Veterinarian of the Year in 
1977, Schoenfeld has served as presi- 
dent of the Utah Veterinary Medical 
Association and the Western States 
Regulatory Veterinary Association. 
He has been a member of the board of 
directors of the U.S. Animal Health 
Association, adjunct professor of vet- 
erinary science at USU and chairman 
of the Golden Spike Coliseum Council.
